O ANYONE WHO has traveled about the country talking to 
typical American voters both in 1952 and this year, one of 


the more striking changes is 


over the issues and candidates in this presidential, campaign. 
Four years ago the anger kindled by the war in Korea was 
so intense that many men and even women I interviewed burst 
into curses at the mere mention of President Truman’s name. 
In this campaign, nearly all of the outbursts of profanity I 
have heard have been confined to corn and hog counties of 


Minnesota and lowa. 


In Minnesota, President Eisen- | 
hower can lose only about a' 
tenth of his 1952 support and 
still squeeze through to vic- 
tory; but in Scott county, of 23 
farmers I talked with who voted 
for Mr. Eisenhower last time, 


13 were going Democratic. In |\wember her husband, his broth- 


Dodge county, the President was 
losing 10 of 22 supporters; in 
Faribault, 13 of 33 farmers, 
while in Martin county, one- 
third of the farmers I inter- 
viewed were shifting from Mr. 
Eisenhower. 

In Iowa, as well, the swing 
among the farmers was heavier 
than the one-fourth loss which 
is all the President can safely 
stand. Of 114 formerly pro-| 
Eisenhower farmers in four 
lowa counties with whom |! 
spoke, one-third said they were | 
going Democratic. 

To carry both states, Repub- 
licans will havé to offset these 
losses in the eities and among 
the rural townspeople, always 
more loyally Republican than 
the farmers. 


Generally, the farmers’ pro- 
fanity is directed at Secretary 
of Agriculture Ezra Taft Ben- 
son, with some saying, “Eisen- 
hower is all right. He just 
listens to the wrong people.” 


The President’s speech at the 
plowing contest in Kasson, 
Minn., during the 1952 cam- 
paign does rankle pretty deep- 
ly, however. Whatever the lit- 
eral phrasing Mr. Eisenhower 
used, most farmers took it as 
a definite “promise of 100 per 
cent parity prices which he 
forgot.” 


The angrier ones declare 
bluntly, as did one 3)l-year-old 
Minnesotan who backed Mr. 
Eisenhower last time;““I'm not 
letting Eisenhower lie @o me 
again. I stood 60 feet from him 
and heard him promise not 75 | 
or 85 but 100 per cent parity.” | 

More temperate farmers re- | 
mark, “Eisenhower says he | 
didn’t let us down, but he sure 
did,” or, “Eisenhower is a fine 
man for everyone but the farm- | 
ers.’

Other farmers share the cyn- 
ical distrust voiced by Elmer 
Love of Martin County, Minne- 
sota. “Prices always go up in 
an election year. The politi- 
cians see to that. But what hap- 
pens afterward?” 

Most important, though, is 
the fact that the farm revolt is 
not simply a protest against the 
level of farm prices. The real 


issue is a struggle over which | 


farmers are to stay on the land. 


It is a struggle largely of little | 


farmers against big farmers, of 
debtors against the debt-free, 
of younger versus older farm- 
ers. 

In every farm county I have 
visited, the same pattern shows 
up. Generally, the older farmers, 
who used their fat wartime 
earnings to pay off mortgages 
and acquire additional land, are 
sticking with Mr. Eisenhower. 
Some even have a kind word to 
say for Benson.

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Banks Short on Money 


From New York comes the report that some 
of its banks are thinking about paying interest 
on checking accounts. The purpose, of course, 
would be to attract and to hold larger deposits 
in these accounts. That would put more lendable 
money at the disposal of the banks. Yet even 
the thought of on deposits which ordi- 
narily do not draw Mitcrest is a vivid indication 
of the banks’ money shortage. 

One way hard-pressed banks have been get- 
ting around the difficulty has been by turning 
over their loans to insurance companies which 
not so long ago were looking hard for oppor- 
tunities to’ invest their accumulating, capital. 
But of late some of these companies—Prudential, 
for example—have been turning down bank 
loans lest they become too heavily committed. 


The intensity of the money shortage varies in 
various parts of the country. But its basic 
causes are the same: so much outstanding credit 
that the Federal Reserve system has been put- 
ting on the brakes, not all the way but per- 
ceptibly nonetheless. As a result small business 
borrowers and home builders especially have 
been finding it difficult to get money. 


Washington recognized this on Thursday by 
making financing somewhat more available to 
those building or buying homes. The down-pay- 
ment requirement on houses costing $9000 or 
less was cut from 7 to 5. per cent. Henceforth 
those who sell mortgages to the Federal Na- 
tional Mortgage Association will have to put 
only 1 per cent, instead of 2 per cent of the value 
of the mortgage into the association's stock. Also 
the association henceforth wili pay 94 per cent 
of the face value of a mortgage instead of only 
92 per cent. And members of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank system will be permitted to lend up 
to 12% per cent, instead of 10 per cent, of their 
share capital. 

There were no immediate estimates as to how 
much extra credit these actions will make avail- 
able. It does not seem, however, that the lower- 
ing of the down-payment requirement will have 
a very great effect in urban areas where the 
value of most homes is above $9000. Perhaps 
that is why the National Savings and Loan 
League called the easing of restrictions only “a 
step in the right direction.” 

Those who still find it easy to borrow are 
the installment buyers. This is because of the 
high rates they pay—generally without even 
asking what they are. Under New York law, 
banks get 11.7 per cent on such loans. Loan 
companies do much better. For example, the 
Household Finance Corp., which has more than 
750 branch offices, borrows money at from 3.5 
to 5 per cent and collects an effective rate as 
high as 24 per cent from its customers. Such 
business is obviously attractive. 

Behind all this is the vast increase in gor- 
porate and private debt in recent years. If 
business continues good and wages continue to 
rise, the load can be carried. Yet some fi- 
nancial writers are pointing to the decline in 
building activities, automobile sales, stock mar- 
ket activities and the like at a time when Gov- 
ernment expenditures, a big prosperity promoter, 
are at a new peacetime high. Some of the ex- 
perts are wondering whether the auto industry, 
for example, will be able to step up its sales 
next year as it plans to do. 

The moderate caution of the Federal Reserve 
seems fully justified. A correction in the credit 
situation at this time should be a safeguard 
against the kind of inflation which could lead 
to serious trouble. The long-range problem is 
that of providing enough purchasing power to 
support America’s high productivity. That can- 
not be done just ‘on the cuff. 
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The Wobbly Cease-Fire 


Border skirmishes between Israel and Jordan 
are continuing despite renewed warnings by U.N. 
Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold that both 
are in violation of their cease-fire obligations. 

It is easy for each side to blame the other. 
Usually what happens is that several Israeli sol- 
diers are ambushed in an Arab raid, and then 
in retaliation the Israeli carry out a much big- 
ger raid in which twice or three times as many 
Arabs are slain. That gives the excuse for the 
Arabs to come back again, and so it goes. 

While both sides have equal obligations to 
observe the ‘cease-fire which they pledged the 
United Nations to respect, and a violation by 
one does not excuse a violation by the other, 
the history of the incidents lays the heaviest 
responsibility on the Arab side. It is the Arabs, 
not Israel, that have vowed destruction to the 
other side, and it is they who have conducted the 
long campaign of harassment which many of 
them hope will ultimately erypt into another 
“holy” war. 


That is what makes President Nasser’s com- ° 


plaints to the U.N. against British and French 
threats in the Suez crisis ring rather hollow. 
If he and other Arab leaders would themselves 
stop threatening and attacking Israel, they could 
expect a much more sympathetic reception of 
Egypt's complaint against the reinforcement of 
Cyprus. Peaceful conduct and respect for the 
U.N, works two ways. If Nasser wants them in 
the case of Suez, he should begin by using his 
influence in the Arab world to enforce them in 
the case of Israel. 
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It’s Up to Secretary Wilson 

Although the National Security Training Com- 
mission's first annual report to Congress on the 
Reserve Forces Act shows that it is doing the 
armed services little good, Secretary of Defense 
Wilson has no solution at hand. This is odd 
since the reserve is vital to national defense and 
since President Eisenhower last August had in- 
structed Secretary Wilson to be prepared to 
point out means of correcting any deficiences in 
time for the next Congress. 

Congress does not meet until January but it 
would seem that Secretary Wilson, after noting 
how seriously the measure has failed, would 
have more definite opinions on the subject than 
he made known at his press conference. His reti- 
cence may be explained when it is recalled that 
the measure had to be watered down drastically 
in order to win the votes of those Congressmen 
who shy away at mention of anything concerned 
with Selective Service. 

He did say that although this volunteer Re- 
serve program is not getting even half the men 
it needs he does not believe a draft to provide 
them is necessary. If the numbers do not pick 
up, he said, then “we'll have to use some alter- 
native method” of getting youths between 17 
and 18% years to join up under the section pro- 
viding for six months of active duty followed by 
seven and a half years in the Reserve. 

A reply he made to one question indicated 
that a possible alternative might be the release 
of two-year draftees after serving only 21 months 
with provision that they go immediately into the 
Reserve. The Army objected to a somewhat simi- 
lar proposal a few months ago on the basis that 
it would not be wise to weaken the regular Army 
for the sake of the Reserve.

How ‘to Get News From China?

Information about China—in area and 
population the leading country of Asia 
—is of great importance to the people 
of Asia, and it is therefore hardly sur- 
prising that Asian newspapers devote 
considerable attention to that country. 

In Japan, which Has close historical 
links with China and is also interested 
in China as a trade partner, it was 
found that the Kyodo news agency de- 
voted more than one third of its Asian 
news to stories from China. But when 
the heads of Kyodo and the Indian 
agency PTI commented on the origin of 
their Chinese news, they both admitted 
that they depended chiefly on official 
Communist Chinese sources. 

How then can Asian and Western ob- 
servers find out what really goes on in 
China? How can they report the tre- 
mendous transformation that is taking 
place behind the bamboo curtain? 

To find answers to this problem was 
the purpose of the morning session on 
the second day of the Asian Conference 
(of the International Press Institute 
held in Tokyo). 

The first speaker, L. La Dany, has 
lived in China and Hong Kong for the 
past 15 years. He is the editor of an 
interpretative newsletter, China News 
Analysis, which is based mainly on @ 
thorough study of the Chinese press. 


Main Source of News 


Mr. La Dany said that, apart from 
information carried back by visiting 
correspondents and other outside visit- 
ors, there were three other channels by 
which news from China reached the 
outer world: private letters sent from 
China by Chinese, Chinese broadcasting 
stations, and the magazines and news- 
papers published in China. 

In Mr. La Dany’s opinion, the most 
solid and regular source of information 
is the Chinese press, including the re- 
leases of the Hsin Hua (New China) 
News Agency. The Hong Kong office 
releases a daily bulletin of some 30 
pages in Chinese and 20 in English. 

The number of newspapers today is 
much smaller than it was under the 
Nationalists. In 1948, there were 2069 
registered periodicals, 1372 of which 
were daily newspapers. Today, there 
exist only 265 daily, weekly and three- 
days-a-week publications, with a total 
circulation of nine million copies. 

Only six dailies have a nation-wide 
circulation and are therefore easily ob- 
tainable outside Communist China. The 
total circulation of these national dailies 
was given as 1,220,000, with the Peo- 
ple’s Daily (the organ of the Central 
Committee of the Communist party) 
alone accounting for 710,000 copies. 

Newspaper reading is considered 
“study” rather than recreation, and 
most newspapers are subscribed to not 
by individuals, but by special study 
groups or other organizations. 


Press Reports Are Informative

“The 
papers are filled with stories of hero 
workers and descriptions of—exemplary 
or deficient—collective farms. 
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Western newspapers would give you 
about Western life and events... . 
“This is certainly true with informa- 
tion regarding the economic develop- 
ment and the general living conditions.” 
He said news of significance in the 
Chinese press is often ignored or mis- 
understood by non-Communist newsmen. 
He added that most of the news that 
comes from China is “written in a jar- 
gon that has to be rewritten in intelli- 
gible phrases.” The people who could 
“process” the news from China—and by 
“process,” Mr. La Dany stressed, he cer- 
tainly did not mean “distort” — must 
be fully conversant with Commupist 
thought and the history of China. 


‘Press Freedom’ Is Defined 


Hitoshi Wada, of the Asahi Shimbun's 
Osaka edition, has had 20 years’ experi- 
ence in gathering and editing Chinese 
news, and was the first Japanese cor- 
respondent sent to China after the war. 


He had been told by a leading Chi- 
nese newspaper executive that press 
freedom in China was defined as fol- 
lows: “Reporting of the truth is guaran- 
teed in Communist China. The reporters 
enjoy full freedom to report what they 
believe is right in view, of the interests 
of the people and of world peace.” 

In fact, he believed that there was 
freedom only as long as a prescribed 
line was followed. On the other. hand, 
he had also gained the impression that 
press control had been somewhat re- 
laxed, apparently because the govern- 
ment had now gained confidence in its 
ability to control the people. 

The third panel speaker, Frank Rob- 
ertson, an Australian, is the Hong Kong 
correspondent of The Christian Science 
Monitor and The Observer. 

“I must admit that I find working 
from Hong Hong rather frustrating,” he 
said. “This frustration derives largely 
from trying to cover a story, over an 
extended period, that you can't come to 
grips with—reporting events you are 
not allowed to witness, recording the 
speeches of men you are not allowed to 
question, and trying to winnow grains of 
truth from much propaganda chaff.” 


Story Comes in Bits and Pieces 


‘He said that the way news was re- 
leased by the Chinese authorities was, 
in itself, very frustrating. A first story, 
perhaps, based on a radio report of a 
speech made by a Chinese leader, must 
often be corrected 12 or 18 hours later 
when the text of the speech is released 
in Hong Kong, and in some cases a fur- 
ther correction has to be filed eight or 
ten days later when a copy of the Peo- 
ple’s Daily with the full text becomes 
available in Hong Kong. 

“But after eight or ten days the 
chances of a story's getting good play 
are pretty slim, and it may well’ be 
that Peiping has this in mind when it 
sends out a story in bits and pieces, so 
to speak,”” Mr. Robertson said.

Between Book Ends 


The Jewish Contribution 
THE WISDOM OF ISRAEL, edited by Lewis Browne 

(Modern Library, 743 pgs., $2.45.) 

Starting with the Bible, this book 
seeks to impart a general idea of the 
literature generated by Jews under the 
most diverse social and political condi- 
tions. There is g lot of wisdom which 
will move readérs of all faiths. and 
there are also drab pages which con- 
tribute very little to an evaluation of 
Jewish thinking. As is the case with all 
anthologies, the problem of selection is 
most difficult to solve. 

The author explains that he omitted 
“all passages which were exclusively 
sectarian in interest.” He was even 
harder pressed when faced with the 
question of authors to be included. He 
explains that although he is proud that 
such men as Disraeli, Bergson, Freud 
or Einstein were of Jewish origin he 
felt they contributed nothing to Jew- 
ish wisdom. 

We are not in- 
clined to agree with 
this viewpoint. 
Seen in the broad 
context, the contri- 
butions of those 
men were not only 
beneficial to all 
mankind, but in 
some way or other 
expressions of their 
Jewish spirit. It is 
hard to understand 
why Spinoza should 
be included in the 
book, and Freud or 
Einstein excluded. 
They all have in common that ‘their 
life's work was devoted to subjects out- 
side strictly Jewish interests, but they 
also have in common their Jewish 
background which helps to understand 
them. 

We also are not so sure about the 
author’s “moral.” Referring to the 
outstanding contributions of the Jewish 
people to the cultural development of 
Western civilization, Mr. Browne feels 
the moral is plain: The Jews should be 
left free to contribute still more. “To 
be sure, perfect freedom may in the 
end dissolve the identity of the Jews 
as a separate people. But if it does, 
then their purpose will manifestly have 
been fulfilled. ... It will mean that 
Israel's testimony will at last have been 
accepted—and the witness can there- 
fore gracefully retire.” 

Since when do peoples and nations 
gear their existence to their literary 
productiyity? Is not the literary out- 
put of any nation an effect, not a cause, 
of its importance in the family of na- 
tions? And since when is freedom 
the only guaranty for further cultural 
strength and vigor? In fact, many of 
the greatest writings in the Bible, par- 
ticularly some of the prophets’, are the 
products of life under the conqueror’s 
yoke or in captivity. And since when 
can or will a nation write “finis” to its 
existence when its “testimony has been 
accepted”? 

If history intends to keep the Jewish 
people alive, it will do so, writings or 
no writings. If it wants to destray it, 
it will do so, notwithstanding al! 
geniuses it may produce. We should 
not confuse the historical mission of 
a people with its cultural achievements. 
The two may be connected, but they 
don't interact upon each other.

For Squash 
Pudding

OST of us are making the 

most of the fall vegetables, 

some of which began their 
season in the summer and will 
linger on until the frost. There 
seem to be even more varieties 
than , at least in the 
squash family. 

Recently I found on the mar- 
ket the most delicious small, 
slender squash, probably of the 
zucchini variety. It needed but 
to be scrubbed and sliced before 
eooking. This, by the way, took 
only five minutes. Some of it 
was dressed merely with plenty 
of butter and sprinkled ore 
serving with minced sweet 
onion. 


The remainder was chopped 
fine and used for a casserole. 
The recipe came from Kentucky 
via John Allen. Although called 
a souffle, it is more like a cus- 
tard. It is delicate and a good 
accompaniment to any meat. It 
was served with chicken when 
I first tasted it, but went just 
as well with roast beef, I found. 

As ah appetizer, an interest- 
ing combination of cream 
cheese with anchovy paste and 
cream was the accompaniment 
of potato chips. For the des- 
sert, there was a delicious com- 
bination of sliced peaches with 
meringue. 

Squash Pudding. 

One tablespoon flour, one and 
one-fourth teaspoons salt, pep- 
per, two eggs, beaten; three 
cups mashed, cooked squash; 
one tablespoon minced onion. 

Mix flour, salt and pepper, 
and stir in beaten eggs. Add to 
mashed squash and minced on- 
ion. Pour into greased one and 
one-half quart casserole and 
bake in moderate oven (350 de- 
‘grees F.) about 40 minutes, until 
set. More onion may be added, 
if desired. The amount of salt 
will depend upon how much was 
used when the squash was 
cooked. Yield: six servings.

Husband-Wife Teamwork for Red Cross 


Couples Spend Long Hours’ on. Tasks Ranging From Picking Up Blood to Aiding Veterans 
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—By a Post-Dispatch Photographer. 


MR. AND MRS. CLAUDE PARKHURST DEVOTE THEIR TIME AS RED CROSS VOLUNTEER WORKERS TO 
OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY AND MANUAL ARTS PROJECTS AT JEFFERSON BARRACKS HOSPITAL, 
WORKING WITH THE VETERANS HOSPITALIZED THERE.

T WAS a day to make a body 
| hug the fireside, a chill, dank 

day with a gray flannel sky... 
But out on a thinly-iced stretch 
of Illinois highway a St. Louis 
couple were driving briskly 
through thé twilight. It was a 
mercy mission and they were in 
a hurry. 

Suddenly, there was a lurch 
and a slide as the car settled 
softly into the wet shoulder, 
there to sit stubbornly mired in 
mud while the wheels spun 
futilely. ~ 

Mr. and Mrs. George Bena, 
unhurt but unhappy, got out to 
check. They were due in Hills- 
boro, just up the road, to meet 
a Red Cross Bloodmobile and 
pick up the containers of blood 
which had been donated during 
the day. The blood would have 
to get back to St. Louis that 
night. Tomorrow, it would be 
called on to save a life. 

Leaves and twigs tossed’ be- 
neath the wheels failed to stop 
their spinning. Then, from far 
down the road came a Good 
Samaritan in clerical clothing, 


a minister headed for upstate » 


Illinois. He edged ahead of the 
stalled Red Cross station wagon, 
hooked a chain to the bumpers 
and with silently-uttered pas- 
toral: prayers pulled the car 
back to the pavement and to its 
anission of mercy. The blood 
would get back to St. Louis on 
schedule. 

A few weeks later, the Benas 
again were headed for Hills- 
boro to meet the Bloodmobile. 
This time the weather was fair, 
the pavement dry, but another 
emergency arose. Just as they 
turned into the town’s main 
street, smoke gushed from be- 
neath the hood and they leaped 
from the front seat to safety 
on the sidewalk. Now came an- 
other Good Samaritan, this 
time in the person of a volun- 
teer fireman, who turned in 
the alarm. A little while later 
they were en route back to St. 
Louis, the horn silenced by a 
burned-out wire but mission 
accomplished.

HESE are routine incidents 
T for the Benas, one of many 

husband-wife teams who vol- 
unteer their spare time for the 
St. Louis chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. As motor service 
drivers since 1952, they have 
come to think no more of slip- 
pery roads and burning engines 
than of the long-delayed or al- 
togethér-missed meals or loss 
of sleep. Because both are em- 
ployed—he at the post office, 
she at Trans-World Airlines— 
and because they have different 
hours, they often go on separ- 
ate driving assignments. But 
on those occasions when they 
drive together to meet the 
Bloodmobile, starting late in 
the afternoon, they never plan 
to eat dinner until the job is 
done, and it’s often 2 a.m. be- 
fore they get back to their home 
at 3503 Pestalozzi street. 

A few hours later, across 
town, long before the work- 
bound parade of cars has tied 
itself into its daily snarl, M. A. 
Bush is driving into a west-end 
garage. Here by 7 a.m. each 
day, he begins his early-morn- 
ing chore of checking the Red 
Cross cars, ordering repairs, ap- 
proving bills, making sure the 
vehicles are in top condition. 
That done, he will continue on 
to his sales job with the Phelan- 
Faust Paint Manufacturing Co., 
but if he happens to be in the 


neighborhood during the day 
he will check into the garage 
again. 

As chairman of transportation 
since 1939, Bush has given more 
than 16,000 hours of his dime to 
the Red Cross, but even that 
record is surpassed by the other 
half of this husband-wife team. 
Mrs. Bush, who also began her 
work for the organization in 
1939, now has a total of more 
that 22,000 hours, including 
service as driver, chairman of 
volunteers for the blood pro- 


gram and vice chairman of 
service groups. 
That's why, like the other 


women in our story, Mrs. Bush 
understands the need for a 
hurried-up breakfast, a delayed 
dinner or a canceled social en- 
gagement if there’s Red Cross 
work to be'done. Such an em- 


. ergency can easily occur on the 


fourth Sunday of each month 
when a.convoy of automobiles 
travels to Fort Leonard Wood 
and back with cast and ¢cos- 
tumes for a camp sow. Bush 
never feels his day's work is 
over until the last car is in the 
garage for the night and every- 
one is safely back in town. 

Serving as volunteer impre- 
sarios, authors, directors, pro- 
ducers—even emergency per- 
formers—for. these camp shows 
are the members of another 
Red Cross family team, Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred Weishaar. A former 
singer on the Orpheum Circuit, 
Mrs. Weishaar jumped at the 
chance to become chairman of 
entertainment service after a 
wartime assignment to obtain 
supplies and entertainment for 
military hospitals and installa- 
tions in this area. Her husband, 
a business man, comes along to 
help out, and, as he says, to see 
his wife occasionally. 

With a list of nearly 60 en- 
tertainers, Mrs. Weishaar puts 
on variety shows not only at 
Fort Leonard Wood and Scott 
Air Force Base but Malcolm 
Bliss, St. Louis State, Jefferson 
Barracks and John J. Cochran 
Hospitals. She works practically 
a full-time schedule auditioning 
would-be performers, organiz- 


jng troupes and conducting re- 
hearsals at the Weishaar home, 
3 Princeton Place, University 
City. 

“The most rewarding thing 
for us,” she said, “has been the 
reaction of the audiences, es- 
pecially at Leonard Wood, 
where the boys will be lined up 
hours in advance of a sbow, 
and the seats all taken in the 
hall before we é@ven get on the 
base. 

“I’m glad to say we've never 
had to disappoint them, even 
though we've had to go through 
bad weather many times and 
are constantly revamping shows 
at the last minute when some- 
one can’t go on. I know all the 
routines and sometimes have 
to pinch-hit. 

“I’m grateful that we’ve never 
had so much as a flat tire to 
give us trouble on the highway. 
In fact, the only emergency we 
ever had was once when the 
drivers somehow forgot my 
suitcase and I had to go on 
stage in my uniform instead 
of the formal I customarily 
wear for a performance.”

Fix It Yourself

Peeling Paint on Walls 
Ceilings. 

E expend so much time 
Wana energy worrying about 

the paint on the outside 
of houses that peels and blisters 
that we often forget the fact 
that paint on inside walls and 
ceilings will also give us a hard 
time. 

The most usual place in the 
house to find interior paint 
peeling is in the bathroom and 
the kitchen. Usually it occurs 
on the ceilings and the most 
common reason is water vapor 
getting through a crack in the 
paint film and then pushing the 
paint away from the surface. 
Sometimes, of course, it is 
caused by a leak in a pipe or 
in the house structure. 

Before repainting a plaster 
surface where areas of the paint 
are failing you must first fix up 
these spots. Use a paint scraper 
to remove the loose paint and 
then sandpaper the surface 
smooth. Sand the edges of the 
adjoining paint so that they 
become tapered. 

The scraping and sanding 
operation usually cuts through 
the glaze on the finish coat of 
plaster so it’s necessary to seal 
these spots with several thin 
coats of orange shellac. After 
these are dry several thin coats
